By letter of October 30, 2015, Louisville Gas and Electric Company ("LG&E") and 

Kentucky Utilities Company ("KU") (collectively "the Companies") submitted their fifth 

annual DSM Comparison report required by ordering paragraph No. 3 of the 

Commission's September 30, 2010 Order in Case No. 2010-00204 authorizing the 

transfer of ownership of LG&E and KU via the acquisition of E. ON US by PPL 

Corporation ("PPL"). 1 The Companies also requested the Commission grant relief from 

that reporting requirement. 

In ordering paragraph No. 3, the Commission required PPL, LG&E and KU to file 

an annual report describing and summarizing the effectiveness of all demand-side 

management ("DSM") programs which PPL entities have implemented in other 

jurisdictions that differ from the programs offered to Kentucky customers by LG&E and 

KU. 

Since the September 30, 2010 Order, in addition to the DSM Comparison 

reports, the Companies have filed two DSM and energy-efficiency ("EE") applications, 

1 2010-00204, Joint Application of PPL Corporation, E.ON AG, E.ON US Investments Corp., 
E.ON U.S. LLC, Louisville Gas and Electric Company and Kentucky Utilities Company for Approval of an 
Acquisition of Ownership and Control of Utilities, (Ky.

Case No. 2011-001342 and Case No. 2014-00003,3 reviewing their existing DSM/EE 

portfolio for both residential and commercial sector programs. Also, the Companies 

have filed two potential studies in the last three years. Both studies were prepared by 

the Cadmus Group, Inc. The first study, filed December 6, 2016, was a study of the EE 

potential of the residential and commercial sector. The study was as ordered in Case 

No. 2011-00375.4 The second study focused on the DSM/EE potential of the industrial 

sector. This study was prepared as a result of the Order in Case No. 2014-00003.5 

Given the actions cited above, the Commission finds good cause to grant KU's 

and LG&E's request to grant them relief from the DSM reporting requirements of the 

2010 Order. However, in their next DSM application, LG&E and KU should discuss any 

PPL DSM offerings not available to LGEIKU customers, with a description of the 

offerings and an explanation for why they should not be offered in Kentucky.

2. In their next DSM application, LG&E and KU shall discuss any PPL DSM 

offerings not available to LGE/KU customers with a description of the offerings and an 

explanation for why they should not be offered in Kentucky.
